New York, Dec. 2.—Samuel Sea- 
bury, counsel for the Hofstadter 
Legislative Investigating Committee, 
it developed today, has been looking 
into circumstances surrounding the 
proposed awards for $3,000,000 worth 
of motor equipment for the Depart- 
ment of Sanitation.

Montreal, Dec. 2.—The figures for | 
automobile financing compiled by | 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics! 
show an increase in October as com- 
pared with September of this year, 
and indicate a falling off in financ- 
ing as compared with the corre- 
sponding month (October) in 1930. 
The per cent of change is 30.0. 

The total number of cars 
financed was 6,411 in October, 1931; 
5,957 in September, 1931, and 8,085 
in October, 1930, and the amount} 
of financing was $2,653,387 in Octo- 
ber, 1931; $2,613,934 in September, 
1931, and $3,792,457 in October, 1930. 

New cars financed were 1,889 in 
October, 1931; 1,767 in September, 
1931, and 2,317 in October, 1930, 
while used cars financed were 4,522 
in October, 1931; 4,190 in September, 
1931, and 5,768 in October, 1930. 

Financing of new cars amounted 
to $1,323,443 in October, 1931; $1,- 
239,434 in September, 1931, and $1,- 
288,443 in October, 1930. Financing 
of used cars amounted to $1,329,944 
in October, 1931; $1,374,500 in Sep- 
tember, 1931, and $2,503,594 in Oc- 
tober, 1930.

HICAGO, Dec. 2.—Every division 
of the Cord Corporation has ex- 
perienced its most successful year in 
1931, L. B. Manning, executive vice- 
president, announced today. The 
fiscal year for the companies ended 
November 30. 

Auburn car sales will be more than 
150 per cent. greater in actual unils 
for the fiscal year than for the same 
period last year, Mr. Manning said, 
with a gross volume of business to- 
taling upwards of $34,000,000, exclu- 
sive of its subsidiaries. He pointed

The 
prophet in question is George M. Reynolds, president of a 
Chicago bank and chairman of the National Credit 
Corporation. 

Back in 1917, when it was apparent to most men that 
the United States was destined to be drawn into.the great 
war, Mr. Reynolds issued a statement to the following effect: 

“The greater the number of countries involved and the 
greater the waste due to war, the more difficult will be the 
period of final settlement. 

“Every country will in the end be compelled to suffer, 
because billions of accumulated wealth and millions ot lives 
cannot be wiped out without ultimately bringing on a world- 
wide depression. This unsettlement will not be due imme- 
diately at the close of the war, however. It is believed by 
many that there will be a short period of readjustment upon 
the declaration of peace, followed by several prosperous 
years and then the upheaval will come.” 

If ever a warning, unheeded, gave the prophet a right to 
say: “I told you so,” surely this one has. 

We may note here that Mr. Reynolds now feels that con- 
structive action, here and abroad, will now set in motion the 
forces that will begin a sound revival of business. 


Not F ar Enough 


OWN in Washington they have employed the congres- 
sional recess to lay a new floor in the House of 
Representatives. This new platform is made of rubber in 
the interests of cleanliness and quiet. And who shall say that 
these are not characteristics badly in need of emphasis in 
that cave of the brainless winds. 

But we feel that the improvement has not gone far 
enough and we offer the thought to the rubber manufactur- 
ers, as a possible outlet for their surplus supplies of the crude 
product. Let them make rubber gas masks for the denizens 


of both chambers, that their “oratory” may be confined to 
their own admiring ears. Let them invent a rubber ballot 
so that congressional votes bounce back into the vacuums 
from which they came. Let them do these things and 
American business may perhaps be able to stage its resurec- 
tion without the congressional obstacles that now appear 
inevitable.
